West End of County Is Well 
Protected Against Law 
Violators 











This is no paradise for law vio- 
lators. 

At least, the presence of more 
than 40 officers in a 15-mile dis- 
trict ig enough to discourage any 
ambitious program on the part of 
“band men.” 

In the area from Chino on the 
south, foothills on the north and 
the county line on the west and 
Etiwanda on the east, are approxi- 
mately 32,000 residents. Upland 
has its own police organization as 
do also Ontario and Chino. Also 
each of the townships has its con- 
stable. Three deputy sheriffs 
serve under the direction of Sher- 
iff Emmett L. Shay. 


40 Men On Duty 

This makes a total of 40 offic- 
ers. In addition there are investi- 
gators and other representatives 
with police authority handling 
liquor law and other state board 
of equalization matters. Califor- 
nia highway patrolmen are algo 
on duty in the West End. 

On a proportionate basis, Up- 
land officers have about the hard- 
est job. In area Upland ts almost 
as large as Ontario. Here there 
are geven policemen and in On- 
tario there are 19. Denseness of 
population counts, however, and 
that is the major reason for the 
larger force in Ontario. 

Efforts Not Coordinated 

While there are 40 policemen in 
western San Bernardino county, 
the peace officers efforts are not 
coordinated as one department. 
For example, this city has its 
force that functions oniy in Up- 
land. Similarly, Ontario and Chi- 
no have their own departments. 

Deputy sheriffs, however, cover 
the cities as well as the outlying 
districts. Regular patrol routes 
are maintained at night by the 
deputy sheriffs as far east a3 Fon- 
tana. 

In case of an emergency, many 
policemen would be available here. 
By means of radio hookups, police ; 
can be summoned in lerge num- 
bers here or anv point in the dis- 
trict. When a local gr>cery stcre 
was recently burglarized, the radio 
appeal brought a small army of 
officers to Upland. It was almost 
midnight but there were many 
uniformed policemen ready for

GRAPE PLAN WINS 


Growers Will Get Federal Aid| 
If Californians Favor 
Prorate Plan 





Future of this county’s grape in-| 
dustry is seen in the outcome of 
the July 29 vote on the prorate| 
question. At stake also in the| 
vote is the fate of California’s 
grape crop. Proponents of the 
prorate contend the flow of the 
crop to the markets must be reg- 
ulated to maintain a price above 
cost, 

If growers accept the prorate 
plan, financial assistance will be| 
given by the federal government, | 
according to R. L. Adams, direct- 
or of the Grape Growers Prorate | 
Campaign committee. ! 

Funds Available | 

Director Adams said tentative; 
commitments of federal loans, to- | 
taling $14,900,000 to save Cali-| 
fornia’s grape, raisin and wine in-} 
dustry from a price collapse this 
fall have been obtained by a com- 
mittee of growers and processors 
after two weeks of negotiations in 
Washington, D. C. 

H. A. Caddow, secretary cof the 
that federal 
funds will be available on condi- | 
tion that growers adopt a Cali- 
fornia grape prorate program in 
the state-wide election. 

If the prorate is adopted and 
federal financing provided in ac- 
cordance with the tentative com- 
mitments, the Washington com- 
mittee estimates growers should 
average not less than $10 per ton 
net return on their record-break- 
ing crop, forecast at 2,500,000 tons 
this year. 

Increase Is Seen 

This would be at least $5 more 
return per ton than growers could 
hope to get if the prorate and fed- 
eral financing program were not 
carried out; or at least $12,500,000 
in benefits for producers would be 
obtained by adopting the prorate, 
the negotiating committee declar- 
es.
